Max Eglau, teacher of art in the 
Institution for the Improved In- 
struction of Deaf-Mutes.

Some of the 
pupils of ihe school were arrested 
on suspicion but were set free as no 
evidence could found against them. 

Up to the present time there had 

been no clue discovered to indicate 

who did the deed. The reporters 

of the daily papers while writing of 
this tragedy have, as usual, dis- 
played their lack of information 

respecting deaf children. The po 

pular belief that " ileal" mutes are 
sullen, suspicious and revengeful." 
Is given expression again, and the 
result has been some very natural 
ami justifiable indignation on the 
part of many writers for the insti- 
tution papers. If there is any class 
of people in the world who should
